These requests have generally been complied 
with. The Secretary’s mail alsocontainsa 
large number of letters from private corre- 
spondents making suggestions as to the con- 
duct of the campaign. One correspondent 
proposed to exterminate the entire Sioux Na- 
tion, or a large part of it, by establishing an 
électric plant at Pine Ridge and stretchinga 
wire around the hostile camp. By turning on 
the current the Indians are to be driven down 
to the wire, which is tobe drawn closer and 
closer. Contact with the live wire, or rather 
death wire, would cause general death. An- 
other letter-writer wanted to haveall per- 
sons yoing out intothe Indian region make 
themselves secure against being scalped by 
shaving their head and wearing close-fitting 
wool caps. | 

INDICATIONS OF A BIG BATTLE. 

Pint RipcE, 8. D., Jan. 9.—Gen. Miles is of 
the opinion that there will be a big battle, 
and that it will be very soon. The troops 
under Gen. Carr and Gen. Brooke have 
moved up until they are almost against the 
Indian lines. The Indians, on the’ other 
hand, have reinforced their picket Lines.

READY FOR BATTLE. 


The Lines Being Drawn Tighter Around 
the Hostiles. 


Special Correspondence of the PosT-DISPATCH. 
PINE RIDGE AGENCY, S. D., via Rushville, 
Neb., Jan. 9.—To-day everything is activity 
inthe camps of the different commands, in- 
fantry, cavalry and artillery are on the move 
and the cordon with which Gen. Miles has 
neclosed the Indians is being draiwn closer. 
The Sixth Cavalry, under the veteran Indian 
fighter, Eugene A. Carr, broke camp long be- 
fore daylight and moved toa position north- 
west of the hostile village. Carr has 
with him nine troops of his own 
regiment, a company of.the Seventeenth 
Infantry and two i Hotchkiss” guns. 
When the revielle was sounded the men 
struck their tents, saddled their horses and 
after a hasty meal moved toward the junction 
of Wounded Knee Creek and White River. 
Scouting parties were sent out far ahead and 
on both flanks and a close watch was kept to 
see that no parties of hostiles slippéd away 
to the North and West. The endeavor of Gen. 
nia all through the campaign has been to 


hd@id the hostiles together and prevent preda- 
tory bands from making their escape, neces- 
sitating the stern chase that has always 
proved so fruitless where Indians were con- 
cerned, 

CARR’S NIGHT MARCH. 

The country in the neighborhood of the 
Wounded Knee is peculiarly suited to the In- 
dian mode of warfare, and would be the 
natural highway for savages who wished to 
escape, sothat this line has been. strongly 
guarded. The movement of Carr brings him 
not only nearer the Indian stronghold, but 
places him directly across the path that 
would be chosen if an irruption to the north, 
avoiding Pine Ridge Agency, should be at- 
tempted. Somewhat after Carr started the 
bugles sounded in Col. Offley’s camp, and six 
companies of the Seventh Infantry with two 
troops of cavalry took up their route, the 
cavalry being in advance and on the flanks, 
with scouts thrown far out, with orders to 
carefully observe the country and see that no 
lurking bands were left in their rear. Offley’s 
line of march was toward the White River, 
southwest of Carr’s position, the object being 
to throw this force across the passage to the 
west, south of the Agency. The command 
marched steadily all morning and pitched 
camp about four miles south of Big Grass 
Creek. 

The country in this direction is much broken 
and more favorable for the movements of in- 
fantry than of cavalry. ' 

CLOSING GAPS IN THE LINES. 

Simultaneously with OMey, Col. Sanford 
broke camp and with four troops of the 
Eighth Cavalry, four companies ofthe Second 
Infantry and a Hotchkiss gun mioved to the 
mouth of White Clay Creek, which emp- 
ties into the White River beyond the 
Agency; Col. Wheaton, with four troops of 
the Ninth Cavalry, four companies of the 
Twenty-second Infantry and two Hotchkiss

Should the hos- 
tiles break outin this direction they will be 
warmly received at theend of the narrow 
lane, The agency ts defended by 600 troops 
and is heavily fortified. Breastworks, both 
in advance a in flank have been 
thrown up, ffm which a destructive 
fire can be poured upon an 
advancing enemy,and a Hotchkiss gun has 
been placed so as to rake the valley. Breast- 
works and rifle-pits have been erected on 
commanding points, care being taken to 
guard the rear as well as the front in case the 
Indians now regarded as friendly should at- 
tempt an attack. Twocompanies of the First 
Infantry arrived atthe Agency yesterday, a 
welcome addition to the garrison, which 
would be terribly outnumbered in case the 
friendlies should rise. Ali the operations 
were successfully carried out in spite of the 
weather, which is severe. 
HOSTILES ON THE ALERT. 

The Indians will not be taken by surprise. 
Carr’s command was kept in sight allday by 
Indian scouts, andthe signal fires that were 
lighted and answered from the vicinity of the 
camp, proved that aclose watch was being 
kept on his movements. Bands 
of two or three hostiles were seen 
on every hilltop and mounted messengers 
were constantly passing between the different 
stations and to the rear. Cavairy pickets 
thrown well out kept the scouts ata respect- 
ful distance, but every movement of the 
troops could readily be observed. The other 
columns were also watched, but not so 
closely, which leads to the Delief that if an 
attempt to break through the cordon ts made, 
the brunt of the attack will fallon Carr. 
The troops are not yet in the positions as- 
signed them, but will be before nightfall. The 
troops hope thatin case it comes toa fight 
the Indians will be.the attacking party. 
The presence of such a large body of infantry 
will be of immense importance ina defensive 
battle. ‘ 

INFANTRY AND CAVALRY. 

It is generally estimated that in efficiency 
on the field infantry exceeds cavalry by about 
40 percent. From the cavalry force must be 
subtracted one man from every set of fours, 
he being detailed as horseholder, while the 
cavalry carbine is not nearly so effective as 
the infantry rifle. As compared with the 
cavalry the Indians are the better armed, as 
their favorite weapon,. the long- 
range Winchester, is more accurate and 
far-reaching than the carbine. As compared 
with the infantry, however, the savages 
would be at a disadvantage if they met them 
on ground upon which they could not utilize 
their ponies. Tobe prepared for all contin- 
gencies Gen. Miles has mixed his cavalry and 
infantry, but the larger body of the latter are 
stationed in the more open country. 

THEY LACK A LEADER. 

The Indians have been strangely quiet for 
the last few days, and it is the gen- 
eral opinion that things are by no 
means peaceful in the hostile camp. Many 
of the men are known 
to be opposed to war, and there is scarcely a 
chief of réputation with the hostiles. The 
absence of a master spirit,such as Crazy 
Horse, who mana his forces so ably in the 
1876 Campaign, is severely felt, and it is evyi- 
dent that there isno one whose authority Is 
generally acknowleged. Old Red Cloud came 
in yesterday, having been detained by force 
in the hostile camp. He was accompanied by 
a large number of his tribe, the Ogalalla, and 
reports that when he left he heard heavy 
firing between the Ogallallas and

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HE WALKED TO HIS DEATH. 


A Tramp Who Showed His Pluck and Lost 
His Life. 


At 2:20 o’clock yesterday afternoon Samuel 
Russell died at the City Hospital. The caselisja 
remarkable one, illustrating as it does, the 
dogged determination of the American 
tramp. On the afternoon of Jan. 1, Russell 
was picked up by a’ police officer at the 
Union Depot, who found him sitting helpless 
on the platform. The fellow was 
taken to the Dispensary, where an 
examination showed the horrible condition of 
his feet. Both members were literally cov- 
ered with ulcers. Russell said that three 
months ago he made up his mind to come to 
St. Louis. He was in Denver at the time and 
was bantered by one of his companions to 
walk the entire distance. The two started 
out together. The other man soon gave it 
up as a bad job, but Russell was game 
and pushed on. His feet were half frozen 
a dozen times and several opporttinities were 
afforded him along the route to obtain light 
employment for the entire winter. He had 
arrived tn St. Louis the day before he was 
found. At the City Hospital the right leg was 
amputated at the knee. The unfortunate 
fellow was too weak to rally and died yester- 
day afternoon. The hospital record gives his 
age as 26 years, single and a native of Michi- 
gan. An inquest will be held by Coroner 
Meade to-morrow morning. The city will be 
compelled to bury the remains.

STRUCK AND KILLED BY A TRAIN. 


The Terrible Fate of George Loettel, a Cab- 


inet Maker, 


The body of a then unknown man was found 
about 9 o’clock last night by the Wabash 
track at Secondand Bremen streets. The 
neck was broken, the right arm crushed and 
the entire left side of the face mutilated ina 
hprrible manner. The deceased had undoubt- 
edly been struck by a passing engine.

**dogrelis,’’ and large and small factories, 
where a comparatively small number of re- 
spectable citizens dwell in the midst of a very 
dilapadated class of people, white and biack. 

The real estate speculator foresaw that all 
this wasto be changed soon, and thatthe 
places where poverty and squaler now flour- 
ishes in old rookeries would be swept out of 
existence by the enterprising hand 
of commerce, and new modern structures 
erected there for business purposes. Many 
persons have taken advantage of this fore- 
sight and have bought up a great deal of 
property on Seventh street and east of it 
from Wash streetonthe southto Cass ave- 
nue on the north.

Stabbed Twenty-Six Times—A Valuable 
Stallion Stolen—Boy Burglars Captured 
—~Inspector Byrnes Makes a Big Haul. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 9.—On the night 
of Aug. 15 last Samuel L. Jacobson, a young 
merchant, Was shot while entering his rest- 
dence on Webster street near California. 
Jacobson died shortly after, but beforo his 
death he said he had been shot by two foot- 
pads, whom he described as being short and 
tallmen. The affaircreated a great sensa- 
tion here, and owing to the many mysterious 
features Of Jacobson’s story it was not gen- 
erally believed. It was thought by many that 
he had been shot by a woman. Ever since 
his death complaints have been made tothe 
police of numerous highway robberies com- 
mittedinall parts of San Francisco by two 
men, one short and the other 
tall. A few days ago the po- 
lice arrested on suspicion a 
man named Sydney Bell, who says he comes 
from Fresno, Cal. Bell madea partial con- 
fession of the robberies, implicating one Ed- 
ward C. Campbell. The latter wasalso ar- 
rested, and last night madea startling con- 
fession. He says that on the night of Aug. 15 
Bell and himself started out with the inten- 
tion of holding-up some one. Bell was armed 
with a 32-caliber pistol and Campbell carried 
a policeman’sclub., They saw aman get off 
the car at the corner of California and Web- 
ster streets. Bell stopped the man and told 
himto throwup his hands. The man grap- 
pled with Bell, when the latter fired the pis- 
tol. Belland Campbell thenranaway. Bell 
boastingly says he shot tokill. He admits 
numerous robberies, but. denies that he shot 
Jacobson. The robbers were formerly em- 
ployed as sewing machine agents. 


Inspector Byrnes’ Green Goods Haul. 


NEw York, Jan.9.—Inspector Byrnes has in 
custody two green goods men. They are 
Thomas O’Brien, alias *‘Paddy the Pig,’’ and 
George Evans.

a house in Chicago and sold glass tothe com- | 
pany. There was some delay about a settle- | 
ment, owing to a dispute over 
breakage, but on the day § after | 
the assignment the plaintiff received a 
letter frdmthe company containing its ac- 
ceptance in liquidation of the claim. The 
letter was written and mailed before the as- 
signment. Tyler et al. sued the assignee, 
alieging fraud, etc. 

Mr. Glover told the story in his opening 
statement. He said the Eagle Glass & Metal 
Co.. was formed by a number of gentlemen 
who believed that one of their number 
possessed a valuable secret process. of his 
own devising for the ornamentation of 
glass. By this process better work could 
be done than was in the market for less 
money. They fitted up a seven-story building, 
1711 and 1713 Olive street, with all thé machin- 
ery necessary, and bought stock. They in- 
vested over $6,000 in the fitting up 
of the establishment and were 
ready to begin operations when the 
inventor refused to bring forth his secret pro- 
cess unless he was paida largesum. He had 
written a description of his process, which he 
had deposited ina box in a safe deposit 
company’s vaults. He had a key to that 
box and the directors of the Eagle Co. hada 
key, but neither was to approach 
that box * without the presence 
of the other. The directors did not 
but able to accede to the inventor’s demand 
for the payment of the large sum mentioned 
and being unable to proceed without his 
secret process they decided in a meeting 
called for a conference with tne inventor | 
toassign. There was at that time a great 
amount of the company’s stock in| 
its treasury. Owing to the fact that 
the process: was secret and not of 
proved utility this. stock was not 
salable. The directors have indorsed the 
company’s paper for $35,000 to secure 
a working capital, and have been 
compelled to take up that paper. 
They are now endeaving to secure 
access to the box in the safe deposit vault 
with a view of learning if the description of 
the process there enclosed is of any value to 
them.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


Active Trading and a General Although 
Slight Advance. 


NEw York, Jan. 9.~The stock market con- 
tinues to show the same steady strength this 
morning, and first prices all along the line 
were small fractions better than the finals of 
last evening. The exceptions were few and 
unimportant. There were few features to 
the trading, however, and the list showed 
few points of special activity, Sugar Refin- 
eries and North American being most promi- 
nent in that respect. Later, however, 
the other Villards, Louisville & Nashville, 
Richmond & West Point, St. Paul and Union 
Pacific became very active. More decided 
strength was displayed at the same time, but 
the advancesinthe regular list were in all 
cases confined to fractionalamounts. Sugar 
Refineries, however, was specially active and 
strong in the early trading, and scored a gain 
of2 per cent, touching 68%. There w no 
other marked feature, and the market was 
active and strong at the best prices reached. 

At noon money ts easy at 8@4 percent. In 
the stock market after 11 o’clock there was 
more animation developed in the leading 
stock in the regular list, while the buying for 
both sides of the account was more confi- 
dent, and further material advances were 
scored over the entire list. Rock Island was 
a special feature and rose l'2 per cent from 
its opening prices. Northern Pacific followed 
with 14, St. Paul & Atchison within 1 per 
cent, and Lackawanna and Northern 
Pacific preferred with %. Union Pacific also 
rose 14% per cent. The market displayed no 
special feature of interest, but at noon was 
stillactive and strong at the best prices of 
the morning. 

The mostimportant factor is the prospect 
of continued ease in the money market. The 
general belief is that it is now pretty well as- 
sured unless Congress makes some blunder 
in connection with silver legisiation which 
would excite the alarm of those opposed to 
free coinage and set people to hoarding goid 
again. Itis not improbable that some time 
within the next month or so the 
$5,000,000 of gold which was #rought 
over here from London in December 
to restore confidence, may be sent back, but 
if the gold, which was hoarded in this country 
during November and December, comes out 
freely the $5,000,000 wlll not be missed, and 
money may be expected to remain unusually 
easy both here and in London.

CHICAGO, Ill., Jan. 9.—The American Har- 
vester Co. combine, which was organized a 
month ago with a capital of $35,000,000, was 
broken last night by the withdrawal, after 
the conclusion of yesterday’s meeting, of 
the directory of the McCormick Harvester 
Co., the Deering Co., the Whitman-Barnes 
Manufacturing Co. and the firm of Warder, 
Bushnell & Glessner. The firms named 
withdrew, it is said, because 
of their dissatisfaction with the 
line of policy mapped out by the majority of 
the directors inthe matter of raising prices 
on the farmers and the consolida- 
tion of the interests of the 
suppiy houses to the disatvantage of the 
customers. Noneof the firms interested in 
the combine will yet acknowledge that it is 
dead, but they are not over-anxious to con- 
ceal the situation which confronts them. 
COL. COLGER TALKS. 

Col. Colger, who was the secretary of the 
combine and is a member of the Whitman- 
Barnes Manufacturing Co., in reply to the 
question: ‘‘Is the American Harvester Uo. 
alive?’* said this afternoon: 

‘*‘I don’t know. It ts tottering and may 
fall, but not until we conclude the meeting 
this afternoon or evening can anyone say 
definitely who or what we are.’’ 

A bookkeeper of the firm of Warder, Bush 
nell & Glessner, was more frank. He said 
there was now no such company asthe Amer- 
ican ilarvester Co, ‘*The company ent to 
pieces last night,’’ said he, ‘‘I know it, every 
ong knows It.’’

City Counsellor Bell said this morning: ‘‘It 
would not be advisable to establish a district 
to the expense of maintaining Forest 
Park. but the boulevard plan is a good one and 
will work very simply and nicely. Mr. Stone 
has already introduced a measure into the 
State Legislature authorizing cities of over 
200,000. inhabitants to establish boulevards.

CHARLES W. ENAPP AS PRESIDENT OF

Remarkable Testimony Foisted on the 
Probate Court—-An Associated Press 
Franchise as Security—The Real Value 
of the Mortgaged Outfit. 


The legal investigation into the value of 
the St. Louis Republic was closed yesterday, so 
far as the taking of testimony is concerned, 
and the case has. been submitted to Judge 
Woerner for décision. Mr. Charles W. Knapp, 
the President of the company publishing the 
Republic, was the principal witness examined 
for the defence, or the one, at least, who was 
expected to do the principal swearing for the 
paper, and that the gentleman did not dis- 
appoint himself is evidenced by some of the 
wild statements he made concerning the 
value of a membership in the Western Asso- 
ciated Press as a security for a mortgage 
loan. 

MR. KNAPP’S STATEMENTS. 

Mr. Knapp swore that in his opinion the 
value of such membership was $100,000, in- 
tending thereby to convey the information 
that that was its value as security for a loan, 
when he must have known that it had no 
value at all in this connection, the courts 
having decided that a franchise of this kind 
cannot be made subject to or transferred 
undér a mortgage. 

Mr. Knapp also swore that the SUNDAY

CAUSE FOR ALARM. 


The Idaho Militia Ordered Out in Full 
Force, 


Denver, Colo., Jan. 9.—A special from from Salt 
Lake City says: "The young bucks madé@ an 
attempt to besiege Pocatello last night, 
but an armed force of men organized 
for the purpose appeared and the Indians 
retired to await reinforcements. Six hundred 
rifies and 20,000 rounds of ammunition are 
en route for Pocatello from this place 
and Boise City. The Governor of Idaho has 
been asked to call out the troops and last 
night held a conference with his Attor- 
ney General as to whether he could 
or not. The company at Kagie Rock has been 
ordered to the spot. The Denhallier Rifles of 
this city are holding themselves in readi- 
ness to go up at any moment, Besides 
this a volunteer company from Salt Lake 
will organize if necessary—Maj. Jim, the 
Chief of the Bannocks, said to-day that he 
did not propose to leave a white face 
on the reservation and with his 2,00 Ban- 
nocks, Shoshones and Crows he could fight 
all the white men in the country. A big 
war dance is now in progress as 
reported by scouts who came in a short time 
ago. Allof the Indians are well armed with 
repeating rifles, while, until the guns 
shipped get there, there will not be 
enough to equip a corporal’s guard. The Sec- 
retary of the Interior and the Secretary of 
War have been telegraphed for permission 
to order the one company at Fort Douglass 
and at Boise City to the front. 

A special from Idaho Falls says the Indians 
are dancing in that vicinity and becoming 
more threatening. They are getting ready 
to go on the warpath, and _ the 
people at Blackfoot are becoming seriously 
alarmed over the situation. A message to 
the Governor of Idaho from Blackfoot says: 
‘*¥or God’s sake send us guns.’’ 

Atio’clock alithe Idaho militia are under 
arms and ready to moveata moment’s no- 
tice. Six troops of the guards have or- 
dered ammunition from Boise and arrange- 
ments are being madeto send it. A private 
dispatch just in says that 0 Indians are 
dancing six miles north of Pocatello. The 
following messages passed between C. F, 
Ressguie and Gov.

MILES LAST SEASON. 


Gen. Brinker to Sue President Von der 

, Ahe and Others—“‘Ten Cents’’ Richard- 

son’s Defi to Missouri’s Light-Weights— 
Sporting Negvs of All Kinds. 


Horses ran a mile in 1:41 and better in 1890 
thirty-one times, The year previous four- 
teen performers earned~-a like distinction, 
Maori headingthe list with the magical fig- 


feat in 1888, Eolian’s 1:40% being the best; but 
in 1887 four got inthis circle, Sturvesant lead- 
ing with his mark of 1:40. Burchand Swift 
each ran a mile in 1:41 in 1886, but in 1885 not a 
singje performer covered that distance in 
such rapid time. Upto date, fourteen horses 
have runa mile in 1:40or better, and eight 
accomplished this featin 1890,thus making 
}the running season which just closed the 
banner year of American turf history. 

Monmouth Park’s straight course is respon- 
sible for seven of these records, Racine being 
the only horse during the year to run a mile 
in 1:40 or better ona circular track, and of 
the horses that have now beaten 1:40, which 
are six in number, he, Ten Broeck, and Ma- 
ort ran on the old-style course, Salvator, 
Raveloe and Charley Post covering a straight 
track. With the course now in use at Long 
Branch the runner promises to keep pace 
with the trotter on his kite-shaped track 
in the matter of record breaking. The 
performance last year of Salvator over- 
shadows the recoras of all countries. 

The best mile ever run in Australia stands 
to the credit of Frying Pan, he covering the 
distance is 1:37. Saunterer, Bay Middleton 
and Gladiateur are all accredited with having 
covered the Rowley mile in England, which 
isa mile and seventeen yards, in the neigh- 
borhood of 1:38. English tradition tells of 
Flying Childers running the distance in 1:36, 
but it is probable the statement was the 
dream of some enthusiast, asthe record por- 
trays nothing to substantiate such aclaim.
